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THE PORTER VETO. 


General Slocum Meking Upa Case for the 
Persecuted Officer, 


WASHINGTON, January 19.~—A resolution was 
introduced in the house to-day by General 
Slocum, calling on the president to transmit 
to congress on appeal made to himon behalf 
of Fitzjohn Porter, with an accompanying 
paper. The appeal referred to was sent to the 
president by Fitzjohn Porter about two 


months ago, and is a request by Porter for re- 
instatement in the army, he( Porter) claiming 
that the president can reinstate him without 
further action by congress. The paper re- 
ferred to as accompanying this appeal, and 
which is called for by the resolution, 
is an elaborate review of the 
opinion of the attorney-general, upon 
which the president’s veto of the Porter rein- 
statcment bill of the last session was based, in 
whicb the view taken by the attorney-general 
is controverted. This review was prepared 
for Porter by Mr. Bullitt, a prominent attor- 
ney of Philadelphia. The resolution was re- 
ferred to the military affairs committee, and 
will “nbnget be reported back. General Slo- 
cum has prepared a list of forty cases occur- 
ring within the past ten years, in which the 
executive has, upon the direction of congress, 
reinstated officers in the army, in four of 
which cases reinstatement was made by 
President Arthur. This list General Slocum 
will present to the house, when occasion of- 
lers. 


RUDGER CLAWSON’'S SENTENCE 


The Supreme Court Decides That the Mor- 
mon Must Stay in Jail. 
Wasnincton, January 19.—The supreme 
court rendered a decision to-day in the polyg- 
amy cese of Rudger Clawson, appellant,against 
the United States, appeal from the supreme 
court of Utah.

LUNATICS IN FLAMES, 


SOME TERRIBLEINCIDENTS OF THE 
KANKAKEE FIRE, 


—_— 


A Brave Sailor Who Gaves Many Lives—The Myste- 
rious Hand at the Window—Sliding Down a 
Lopg Rope-—Hands, Feet and Heads 
Droppixsg From Burning Bodies. 


—— 


KANKkAKEE, January 19.—While the flames 
were at their height in the infirmary of the 
insane asylum, Jack Coyne, an old sailor from 
Chicago, who was an inmate of the institution, 
mounted a ladder which had been raised to 
the north dormitory. The undertaking seem- 
ed hopeless. Dense clouds of smoke rolled 
out of the windows. The west wing, where 
the fire was first seen, was a solid mass of fire, 
the wind blowing the flames like a blast to 
the interior of the building. The 
stairway and floor of the hall 
had falien. Coyne intrepidly went 
through the window at the top of his ladder. 
He crawled along the floor, lying close down, 


where he found he could escape the densest 
part of the smoke. He groped his way to the 


_ beds and pulled three occupants down to the 


floor and to the window, where a breath of air 
sufficiently revived them so that they could go 
down the ladder unassisted. Coyne again re- 
turned into the dormitosy, where he picked 
his road tothe other beds and rescued others 
in the same manner. Thus four times did he 
return, each time laden with his human 
ireight. With the fourth one the smoke proved 
too grtat for even brave Coyne. Standing in 
the window he vainly called, as Dr. Dewey 
had in another part of the south dormitory, 
upon the inmates to come to the window. But 
his calls went without response. 
A MYSTERIOUS HAND. 

At the window near the tlames for an in- 
stant a hand was seen to wave listlessly acroas 
the pane, and then its owner sank out of sight 
and into the depth, as the cornice and roof 
above were falling, and rendered every idea 
of help from those below futile. A patient 
named Hallahan, who wus considered only 
partially insane, on being awakened,,made a 
rope of his sheets and blankets, which he let 
out of the window to the steps by the side of 
the burning wing. He then crawled 
down the rope after telling another inmate to 
follow him. He reached the steps safely, but 


the second one let go his hold when part of 


the way dewn, and fell and received serious 
injuries. The third one looked at the flames 
andthen at thé distance beneath, and re- 
treated from the window. He was not seen 
again, and is among the lost. The patients, 
as fastas they were taken from the building, 
were conducted to the neighboring detached 
ward, where the feeble and injured ones were 
cared for and their wounds dressed and 
stimulants administered. Nearly all the pa- 
lients saved their clothing, which the night 
before had been laid together by the side of 
their beds. In the excitement they 
forgotten it, but took it in a handful, a 
were told by the attendants to run 
One or two of the sick ones were considerably 
shocked, and probably will die. from the ef- 
fects. The remainder of the rescued are said 
to be doing well, and no immediate danger is 
feared with them. 

THE BURNING BODIES. 

It is certain, however, that the seventeen 
burned mortally list of the fire will be increas- 
ed materially, asthe old and infirm, eared for 
in the building, will not be able, in all in- 
stances, to survive the shock and surrounding 
excitement.

SMITH’S CRIME TOLD. 

On the 3ist of December last, John W. Smith, a 
notorious desperado of Heard county, shot down 
in cold blood Mr. Bonner Barker, of that county, 
killing him instantly. His accomplices were his 
brother, A. J. Smith, anda man by the name of 
King. Barker's bride wife clung “to Smith's 
knees begging for her husband’s life. In 
less than a week after the crime the 
sheriff of eur county, Mr. J. M. Hewitt, had 
arrested A. J. Smith and delivered him tothe au- 
thorities of Heard county. A few days later King 
Was captured by the Heard county officers, but the 
principal was still at large and defied arrest. Gov- 
ernor McDaniel offered a reward of one hundred 
and fifty dollars for his arrest, and friends and 
relatives of the murdered mau offered even larger 
sums for hiscapture. Bands of armed men scour- 
ed the country looking for him, but in the fast- 
nesses of Black Jack Mountain he evaded all their 
efforts to arrest him. 

ON THE MURDERER'’S TRACK, 

Last Thursday morning Sheriff Hewitt, accom- 
panied by his deputy, left this place for the pur- 
pose ofhuuting the murderer down. For two 
days and nights he lay in the woods hungry, cold 
and sleepless, ~ braving alike the 
pelting rain and piercing cold watching for him 
About 1 a. m. Sunday, his vigilance was rewarded. 
As he stood cold and shivering beside an old de- 
gerted house, Smith came slipping by, and the 
next moment a heavy hand fell on his shoulder. 
a cocked pistol frowved in his face and the terror 
of Heard county faced Carroll’s intrepid sheriff. 
Atthesound of Hewitt’s voice he surrendered 
saying: 

‘‘lts all right, Hewitt, take me to a fire.’’ 

More than a hundred men bent upon lynching 
had been upon his trackfor ten days, and he 
seemed glad to have fallen into safeand humane 
hands, 

THE STORY OF HIS WANDERINGS, 

For eighteen days he bad lain in the woods sur- 
rounded by armed men, bent on taking his life on 
sight,hunted down by dogs,pinched by hungerand 
almost frozen to®death. He was more likea wild 
animal when caught than a human being, 

Sheriff Hewitt placed him in jail here this morn- 
ing. Fears are e:tertained that a of his 
friends wiil attempt to rescue him or his enemies 
seek to lynch him, but our sheriff and his friends 
are determined will meet a 
warm reception.

ELCETED TO THE WRONG OFFICE 

Camden County’s Contested Klection 
Ordinary. 

From the Savannab, Ga., News, 

Camden couaty will furnish for the consid- 
eration of the next legislature a contested 
election case, mentioned in the News yester- 
day, presenting, among other singular fea- 
tures, the fact that the contestant was. a can- 
didate for one office and was elected to another. 
This result, he alleges, was 
brought about by fraud on the 
part of his opponent. At the. elec- 
tion for county officers on Janaary 7th, A. F 
Mira, the present incumbent, was a candidate 
for ordinary, W. B. Vanvalkenburg was a 
candidaté against him and was elected. Mr. 
Mira now claims that Mr. Vanvalkenburg’s 
election was accomplished by fraud, and has 
served notice on the latter of a contest before 
the legislature. In his notice he gives the 
following as the grounds of his contest: 

1. That on December 4, 1884, he put up notices 
ard circulated printed cards anuouncing his candi- 
dacy for ordinary and sent asecond party to Mr, 
Vanvalkenburg to #sk him whether he was a 
caudicate for that office, and that the latter, with 
intent to deceive, answered that he was not. 

2. That on the eve of the election, Mr. Vanvalk- 
cnuburg, with intent to deceive, forwarded through 
the postoffice to certain gentlemen notices pur- 
porting to have been issued by the democratic 
committee, certifying that tickets enclosed, oa 
which the name ot Mr. Mira apvear'-das a candi- 
date for coroner, and that of Mr. Vauvalkenbarg 
appeared as candidate for ordinary, had been 
selected 7 that com mittee. 

3. That Mr. Vanvalkenburg being aware of the 
fact that Mr. Mira was a candidate for ordinary, 
caused to be printed, with intent to defraud, cer 
tain ballots on which the contestant’s name was 
put for the office of coron:r 

Other grounfs of the contest are that the con. 
testee caused Abe contestant's name to be priat- 
ed on the ballots as a candidate for ordinary, 
without the latter’s knowledge or conseat, aud 
cireulated the ballots throughout the county on 
the eve of election, misleading and deceiving 
the voters. The contestant further charges 
that, with intent to defraud, his opponent 
caused to be circulated about the several! voting 
places of the county a report that he had de- 
clined to be a candidate for ordinary, and was 
a candidate for coroner. 

Mr. Mira, who was a resident of Savannah 
in 1876, has sent the in the case to a 
friend here, to be pom me in the hands of his 
attorney, who will commence taking evidence 
in the case next week.

JUSTICE GETS MIXED. 
The Austrian Treaty Ouashes a Suit in a 
Magistrate’s Court, 
From the Savannah, Ga., News, 

The crew of the Austrian bark Celestina 
recently commenced proceedings against the 
master of the vessel before Justice Elsinger 
lor wages claimed to be due, which came near 
bringing about a conflict between the local 
autborities and the general government. 

American seamen arriving in this port fre- 
quently institute suits before local magistrates 
lo recover wages, and the crew of the Celes- 
tina concluded they could do Jikewise. The 
attention of the Austrian consul was called 
to the proceeding, and believing that under 
the treaty between the United States and 
Austria the master of an Austrian 
vessel wes not subject to a civil suit bv 
an Austrian crew, he telegraphed a statement 
of the case to the Austrian minister at Wash- 
ington and asked for instructions. The matter 
was brought to the attention of the state de- 
partment, and was turned over to the attorney- 
general, with instructions to take such legal 
steps as were necessary in the premises if the 
treaty was being violated. 

It is evident by the language of the treaty 
that the Austriap coneuls in all of the ports 
of this country have exclusive jurisdiction 
over all differences of a civil nature between 
the masters and crews of Austrian vessels, 
and the attorney general yesterday telegraphed 
United States District Attorney Darnell to in-' 
stitute the necessary legal proceeding for the 
protection of the Austrian consul in his 
rights. Inthe meantime the povisions of the 
treaty were brought to the attention of Justice 
Elsinger and the suit was dismissed. The sea- 
men then went to another justice and tried to 
institute the suit, but were unsuccassful. and 
last night the consul succeeded in adjusting 
their differences and the difficulty is consider- 


ed at an end.

SHIPYARDS IN THE SOUTH. 
Our merchant marine—-where is it? The 
fertile acres of America produced millions of 
bushels of surplus grain last year, and only 
two American vessels, neither of them driven 
by steam, carried any of it to the European 
market. We have plainly struck bottom in 
this respect, and the incoming administra- 
tion will have a wonderful opportunity to 
show what can-be done towards rebuilding 
and re-establishing a merchant seryice. The 
policy of the republican party has well nigh 
driven our flag from the seas, and it is the 
plain duty and plain interest of the demo- 
cratic party to cut through the navigation 
restrictions and all other restrictions until 
American goods are carried in large part in 
American ships.

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THE NEGRO AND THE DEMOCRATIC 
PARTY. 

Our esteemed Floridian contemporary, the 


Jacksonville Times-Union, suggests that a 
great many southern negroes can be comfort- 
ably provided for by the democratic admin- 


istration by giving them federal offices in 
the republican states of the north. We do 
not know whether our contemporary makes 
the suggestion in a spirit of levity, but it is to 
be hoped not, for the matter it embodies is 
worthy of very serious consideration. In- 
deed, we may go further, and, without vio- 
lating confidence, say that it has already been 
seriously considered by the democratic 
leaders. Moreover, it isa matter which Tue 
CONSTITUTION proposes to. press, with such 
earnestness and vigor as it can command, 
upon the attention of Mr. Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration, 

Mr. Ceble and the republican party both 
contend that the democratic people of the 
south are not according to the negro the 
treatment he deserves, and some republican 
organseven go sotar asto claim that the 
democrats of the north are opposed not only 
to the recognition of the-negro as a political 
factor, but to bis progress as arace. To all 
these charges and reflections, the. bestin- 
formed end Ost thoughtful leaders of the 
democratic party deem it necessary that some 
litting reply. should be made—not in the way 
of discussion, but in the sbape of definite 
action. While the democratic party was out 
of p@wer, no action was possible, and even 
discussion was found to be unnecessary as 
well as inconvenient. 

But the democratic party in power is a very 
different aflair from the democratic party out 
of power. It must meet the issues of the 
day ; and its treatment of the negro question 
must represent some broad and well-defined 
policy. It is this- necessity that has set the 
leaders of the party to thinking, and the re- 
sultof their deliberations, for the most part 
informal, is the policy hinted at by our 
I‘joridian contemporary, and which we pro- 
pore to more definitely outline here. 

That policy is very simple. It is proposed 
to recognize the negroes, or such of them as 
have deyeloped any unusual capacity or in- 
telligence, by giving them federal offices in 
the republican states of the north. This 
policy will be more fruitful of results than 
might at first sight appear. It will be in- 
dorsed not only by the democrats of the 
south, but all right-minded republicans, It 

rill convince the latter that the democratic 
party has no real prejudices against the negro. 
In Maine, in Vermont and in Rhode Island, 
there are numerous fat federal ofiices thet 


-can be capably and intelligently filled by 


negroes whose names will be brought to the 
attention of the democratic administration. 
From federal judgeships down to mail agents 
there are, in the states we have named, 
enough oflidges to provide for several hundred 
worthy nevroes, and it is these places they 
will be appointed to fill. 

This policy is broader than it might seem 
to be at first glance. - In the first place, it is 
directly in the line of repubiican 
precedent. The war had ss ihardiyv 
ended before the republican parity commis- 
sioned an army of carpet-baggers to represent 
it in the south, and to these disreputable per- 
sons were given the most important ¢federa! 
ollices, Some of these officesare he'd by them 
to this day, and it will not do for the repub- 
licans of Maine, and Verm@nt, and Rhode 
Island, when negroes are appointed to federal 
offices in those states, to complain that the 
oftices are filled by aliens. Whatever else he 
may be, the negro is not a carpet-bagzer. 
The democratic administration will see to it 
that no disreputable colored person is ap- 
pointed to office in these states. On the con- 
trary, only negroes of known intelligence and 
respectability will be named tor appoint- 
ment. There are hundredsof worthy negroes 
in the state of Georgia alone whom it would 
be unjust to mention in the same breath with 
the carpet-baggers. 

Moreover, it is only fair to the negroes, 
in appointing them to responsible offices, 
to send them where they will be most thor 
oughly appreciated. It is freely admitted 
that the appointment of negroes to important 
offices in the south would cause some irrita- 
tion, and the fact is not at all unnatural. 
But in the states we have mentioned, where 
the republicans have tremendous majorities 
in society as well as politics, there would not 
be a trace of this feeling of irritation, Hu- 
man protestations are worth nothing, if the 
colored democratic oflice-holders in those 
states failed to give satisfaction, provided 
they are intelligent and capable. 

There are other branches of this interest- 
ing subject that will bear discussion, and, 
now that the hintof our Florida contempo- 
rary bas uncovered the policy of the demo- 
crats, we shall return toit again. We pro- 
pose to use the influence of Tur Constirv- 
TION in convincing the democratic adminis- 
tration that the appointment of negroes to 
office in the solid republican states is the only 
feasible solution of a very serious problem. 


THE COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 

It seems to be practically settled that none 
of the Arthur-Frelinghuysen treaties, nego- 
tiated in the closing months of a presidential 
term, are to be ratified during the present 
congress. There is reatly no reason whyj]they 
should be. They will keep until the senate 
meets for executive business, after March 4, 
and they really will not spoilif they go over 
to the first session of the next congress. That 
session will be opened on the first Monday of 
December, and as it will extend into the fol- 
lowing summer, there will be plenty of time 
in which to cousider these important treaties 
in all their bearings. All of them involve 
the pocket-books of every citizen, and they 
should not be hastily acted upon. The peo- 
ple should have a chance to discuss them and 
make known their views, before the senate 
proceeds to act upon them with closed doors. 
None of them can in fact be carried into effect 
until both bouses are in harmony. The 
Mexicen treaty bas already been ratified by 
the senate, but the legislation to carry it out 
hangs fire, and it is very doubtful indeed 


whether the house will act upon it. There 
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is no chance therefore that any of the treaties 
which Mr. Arthur has negotiated, wil] be 
acted upon until the views of the new admin- 
istration are made known. It seems alto- 
gether proper that the administration which 
will be charged with the entire duty of carry- 
ing out a treaty should be heard before ratili- 
cation and perfecting legislation have cut off 
all chances of amendment or rejection. 

The treaties are not partisan measures, and 
will not of course be so considered. Not one 
ef them, unless it be the Nicaragua canal 
scheme, commands the support of all the re- 
publican senators. The Nicaragua bonanza 
is too inviting to be resisted on the republi- 
can side of the senate, but even that vast 
scheme will have to wait. When the treaties 
come up next winter, each member of con- 
gress will see his way much more clearly 
than he does now. His constituents will be 
better informed in relation to these impor- 
tant documents than they are now, and 
President Cleyeland will then be firmly 
seated and doubtiess ready to present his 
opinion of each one of them. Let them

A SIGNIFICANT REVIVAL. 

The effect of the general business depres- 
sion upon the cotton spinning industry in 
the south has been closely and anxiously 
watched during the past few months. 

It has been apparent to shrewd observers 
form the outset that a competitive struggle 
wes going on between the northern and 
southern systems of economy. In this com- 
petition the southern cotton mills have whip- 
ped the fight. 

The Atlanta cotton factory cnly the other 
day resumed operations in full blast. The 
Fulton cotton spinning company now have a 
representative in New York purghasing new 
machinery for their mé/§,fnd the Augusta 
miiis have also started up again. The spec- 
tacle of the southern mills resuming opera- 
tions on full time, speaks volumes, and the 
full significance of the revival will be under- 
stood by those acquainted with the situation. 

The temporary depression in our industrits 
has been a blessing in disguise. It has caused 
a thorough reformation and reorganization of 
the old methods with an eye single to eco- 
nomic production. Useless supertiuities have 
been lopped off and running expenses have 
been reduced to the lowest reasonable limit. 
This getting down to bed rock and taking a 
new start on the right line will enable the 
southern mills to demonstrate at once their 
superiority over their northern competitors 
A single mill in Georgia has already discoy- 
ed that under its new system of economy it 
makes a clear saying of two thousand dollars 
per month, a very pretty dividend in itself. 

These things strike men of good business 
judgment with their full force and are prop- 
erly appreciated. The feeling of confidence 
in southern cotton milis is now stronger than 
ever. Men who own cotton mill stock are 
determined to hold it, and those on.the look 
out for, investments are rapidly coming to 
the conclusion that they cannot put their 
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mcney anywhere to better advantage than in 


a well-equipped southern cotton mill, con- 
ducted by safe business men on principles of 
rigid economy. 

It is pleasant to point to these chesring 
signs of the times. They are sure indica- 
tions cf the establishment of our industries 
upon a solid and permanent basis. 
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MR, CABLE AND THE JOB PRINTERS 

In a late interview Mr. George W. Cable 
says the opinion of the south is yoiced by a 
lot of job printers. When asked to explain, 
he said that the average country weekly was 
run by a job printer who did not appreciate 
the best sentiment of the country. Nothing 
could be less true than this. The country 
weeklies, standing closer to the people, speak 
atruer popular sentiment than the larger 
dailies can hope to catch. 

But Mr. Cable cannot explain the storm of 
disapproval and denunciation that has met 
his late article in the Century with this un- 
justified assault on the intelligence of the 
weekly press. In all the south there is not 
a paper, daily or weekly, that has not de- 
nounced the doctrine he lays down in his 
article. ‘The dailies have been first and fore- 
most in repudiating his views. Indeed, we 
bave not heard a single human being in the 
south who has not in the strongest terms dis- 
avowed Mr. Cable’s right to speak for the 
south. 

And why should Mr. Cable assume this 
right? He has no sympathy with the south. 
His inclinations, his opinions, his tastes, all 
lead him back to the New England ciyilza- 
tion, as to his inheritance. He himself testi- 
fied to this years ago, when he wrote: *‘] 
was in New England once—a year ago—and 
i felt that I had never really been at home 
untilthen.’”’ He has no sympathy with the 
south or with southern opinions. He has 
announced a doctrine to which the south. 
without a break, dissents, and in the name 
of the south he has attempted to commit her 
to a policy to which she will never submit. 
This is no more than the opinion of the jgb 
printers. It is no more than the opinion of 
every southerner, with the exception of Mr. 
Cable, who has yet spoken. 
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It is enough to break Watterson’s proud western 
heart to be informed in the telegrams every day 
that Mr. Randall continues to be the big mar of 
the house.

Dora Jones, a Negro Woman, Falls into the 
Fire and Will Die. 


About daylight yesterdey morning Crim made a 


discovery which may yet develop into a first-class 
sensation. r 

The captain was making a tour of inspection 
and was passing through the colored settlement 
near North avenue when he ran upon one of 
the most horrible and soul-stirring scenes ever 
encountered. As the captain passed one of the 
houses his nasal organs were. greeted with the 


emell of burning flesh. At first the captain paid 
no attention to it, but finally the smell grew s9 
strong that he decidad to investigate. Approach- 
ing the house from which the odor appeared to 
emanate theCaptain knocked at the door. The 
door, however, swung backward as the captain's 
stick touched it, and seeing that 
it was not fastened he mace 
bold to push itopen and enter. On an old bed in 
one corner of the room he found a woman ig a 
wretched, terribleand half dead condition. In 
fact death would have been preferable. At the 
first the captain did not know that anything was 
wrorg, but when hecalled he received a heavy 
groad iorananswer. Advancing tothe bed Cap- 
tain Crim was horrified at finding that the 
woman's left side and shoulder had been burn- 
ed until the bone was almost plainly 
in view. The side, shoulder and arm 
were in plain view. The clothing had been de- 
stroyed by fire, and the odor that arose from the 
ugly wound was quite sickening. The picture 
fully aroused the captain’s interest, and after a 
good deal of trouble he induced the woman to tell 
him herstory.
